2. That the faid firſt Reformers being divided 
in their Opinions about retaining that which was 
good, and taking away whatſocyer was amiſ$ in 
the Romiſh Church,as to the ourward Governmne, 
the Opinion that the Reformation could not be 
thoroughly done for matter of Government and 
Externals, as it was- poſhble for matter. of 
Doctrine, prevailed ſo far with Biſhop Hooper, 
' Rogers, and others that wiſht 1t had been other- 
wife, as to make them forbear any :turther urg- 
ng of a compleat Reformation, in hopes that 
when the people that were inſtructed in the true, 
faving Doctrine, ſhould be more numerous, the 
oppolition to a through Reformation inall points

2. Thatthis rude draught of Reformation, ſuit- 
able to thar time, had very bad Succeſs ; becauſe 
the Conformable Party: prevailed fill with the Sove- 
raign, and the Grandces of the Realm, to have it 
a ſtanding Law, that was not to be- repealed nor 
alcered, and which drawing along with it Non- 
Reſidency, plurality of Livings, a meer form and 


garb. of —_ and. Picty,, outward/pomp and 


grandeur, belt ſuited with a Worldly intereſt ; 
whulcſt the other Party, who were then Puritans, 


and whom we now.call Non-Conformiſts, retained, 


'and do ſtill to.our days, a deſire, and longing after 
a thorow Retormarion, and hey have endeav- 


ourcd. 


wured- by Conferences', Remonſtratices , "and 


Writings, to have it introdticed. 


4. That yet the Conformiſts were not all of one 
mind, there being ſtill a Party among them very 
peaceable and Orthodox, and at leſs diſtance from 
the Non-Conformiſts, eſpecially among the Gentry, 
that were no Courtiers, and 1n great Towns, C1- 
ties, and Corporations ; whilclt che other Patty, 
made up of Conformiſts, grew corrupt, and fo far 
from hearkening. co a furcher Reformation, that 
they made nearer advances towards Rome. 

5. That Jcalouſies and apprehenfions daily 
encreaſing, and fears of inclining to Popery, and 
the Troubles in Scotland intervening in the Years 
38, and 39; and the Diſcontents rifiag up in Eng- 
land, the King was forced to call'a Parliament, 
which began in 1649. + | | 

6. That that Parliament, both Loxds'and Com? 
Mons, was moſt, if not all, com poſed of ſuch Peace- 
able, Orthodox Church of ' England menT have 
but now mentioned, and all conforming to the 
Rites, Ceremonics of Epiſcopacy: and Hierarchy,

to make the oppoſition the ſtronger againſt Papiſts, does ny 
way ſeemto be.. the effe& of. a Chriſtian Moderation, .but.a 
meer worldly Intereſt, like-the zeal of Fehr, the union' of 
' Ariftides, and Themiftocles, two Mortal Foes againſt the 
Common Enemy +: Or like that of Anguſtys , Brutns, and 


Caſſie, 
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Caſsius, againſt Autany : 'Tis the goodneſs of a 
ſtubborn Boy, juſt ſo long as the Rod is over 
his Back ; for had another ſpirit moved the cor- 
rupt Party of the Church of England, than a 
Worldly one, ic would have appeared above 
theſe 100 Years; when (alas!) no ſuch at- 
-tempts were made by the Papiits againſt their 
Lives, and Livings, when a Hundred Remon- 
ſtrances were made to them, with Prayers and 
Tears, for the removing of the offending Rites 
and Ceremonies; and of the great inclination 
.they had for Popery, in depopulating England, 
by driving men away to Colonies abroad : bur 
could neyer be heard. 


2 1. Things being thus ſtated, one may ra- 
tionally and ſtrongly conclude , That it is a 
moſt horrid untruth, and calumnie to make the 
Presbyterians and Conventiclers, or Non«-Canformiſts, 
not only the firſt authors, and abettors of -the 
Civil Wars, and of the firſt raking up of Arms 
in oppoſition to the Evil Counſellors about 
the King in 42 and 43, but alſo the Mur- 
therers of, King Charles the Firſt ; when as they 
have been, and till are the great preſervers 
of the King's Perſon, Life, Honours, Digni- 
ties, and Prerogatives ; 2 beſt Chriſtians, =

22. And the falfe and-unworthy tiling of 
theſe Reſtorers of the King, Rebels, Fanaticks, 
S»ns of Belial,&c. doth -carry. along with 'it the 
ſame devilliſh- Malice; which: makes it now 
become a-common Proverb in the Mouths of 
this corrupt Church of England-Party, That they 
had rather be Papifts, than Presbyterians; and 
that were there a Turn of State, (as God forbid) 
they would ſooner turn Papitts, than Presbyte- 
FIAns. « 


2 3: Beſides, the idle, fooliſh, ſenceleſs but 
alfo malicious miſtake, to make the holicſt of 
the Non-Conformits to paſs for Presbyterians, who, 
though they love their perſons, and the holineſs 
, of their Do&rine, and- Lives, yer either they 
are wholly averſe"to che” Precbyteridn Govern- 
ment, or elſe they do not very well know 
whar it means; 'Since the Well-aftefted fol- 
low their Preaching, and imitate their Lives, 
but yet by rio: meahs upon: any account of- cheir 
Government.

their raſh, uncharitable, and-unchriſtian judg- 
ing of the Hear:s and lnſides of-men; ( which 
are only known tc God Alm:yhty, who is the 
Searcher of Hearts ,) as if chey were made up of 
Deceit and Hipocriſie; and alike conſtruing 
their unblameable behaviour and carriage, as 


if it were but formal, and extrinſecal, and: of 


che pure; Orthodox Do&trine of their Sermons 
and Writings, though never ſo much ſummed 
up in Scripture phraſes, * as if-all was but (ant 
and Tone, and taking of God's Name iti vain ; 
when they make a quite different Judgment of 
che (onformiits, both of their Lives and Do- 


* Atrines, and when they make uſe of the ſame - 


Scripture terms as the others-do; for in their 
eſteem they are looked upon as true; ſincere, 
and holy Chriſtians, though their outward de-

This I intend, by God's afliſtance, .to make 
clear to you in a larger Diſcourſe, from the 


| Teſtimony of 'Dr. Patrick, who doubtleſs cans 
' not, in handling of the Nature 'of Juſtification 


by Faith, but agree with the Non-Conformiſts, in 


making uſe of 'the ſame I parrons, 
: —_ 
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and commend ſuch as Biſhop Davenant, Dowe 
nam, Uſher, Hall, and Hooker, all Conformifts, for 
doing the like, and who will tell us, that this 
Juſtification by Faith is a Recumbency of a poor 
Sinner upon the Lord Jeſus Chrift ; a caſting of our 
ſelves upon him, relying on his Merits, laying hold on 
him, cloſing with him, going to him, and ſhrowding 
-our ſelves under the Robe of bis Righteouſneſs : 
Moſt of which are Scripture phraſes : But yet 
for all this, the very ſame Expreſſions, being 
uttered by ſuch Non-Conformifts, as Mr. Baxter, 
Dr. Owen, HManton, Anneſly, Jacomb, Bates, Mr. 
Jenkins , Alſop, Cradock, Silveſter, Watſon, - and 
Others, for the better ſetting out the nature of 
Juſtification by Faith, are fooked upon by Dr. 
Patrick, as meer Impoſters, Charms, Incanta- 
tions, artificial Ju glings, Terms of Modiſh 
and Courtly Faith, by which this Doftor makes 
good the Going of Pliny the Younger, Epift. 
21. Multum intereſt quid 4 quoq; fiat, Eadem enim 
faa claritate aut obſcuritate facientium, aut tolluntur 
altiſSims, aut humillime deprimuntur. 


That ſuch a prejudice againſt the Generation 
of God's Children, that make it their grand de- 
ſign to get an aſſurance of Heaven —_ of Eter- 
EI IE 27 ng << Bn Procnegy

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2nd Moderate Conformitts, but ſuck. 1S iey mil 
call and nick-name Puritans, Presbyte;ians, Judes ' 
pendents, Rebels, Sons of Belial, and worſe than 
Papifts. That ſuch a prejudice, I ſay, is the 
great diſtemper of thac — of the 
Church of England , who have for theſe 100 
years been making their advances towards 


Popery. 
I ſhall infiſt. very particularly upon ſome 


very conſiderable Inferences and Concluſions 
which [ ſhall draw from ſome Hypotheſes that IL 
have already taken notice of, but which can+ 
not be too = Ki inculcated ; the truth of y__ 
is known ſufficiently by thoſe that are moſt 
Eminent in Piety and Holinefs of Living, and 
in Learning, of the Church of Englang, by the 
Biſhops Hooper, Smith, Rudd, Carleton, Grindall, 
the two Abbots, Uſher, Hall, and by other Do- 
Rors that were as Conformable as thoſe Bilhops. 


1; That though the &rſt Reformation in the 
time of Edward the 6th, was extremely pure as 
to its Doftrine, it. was notwithſtanding very 
defetive and imperfedt as to: the exterior Go- 
vernment, becaule it was adjuſted to that pre- 
fent time where the Papiſts were Twenty, 
for One, that was reformed in Bugland, 

3+ That 
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- 2, Fharrthe firſt Reformers imagined, that 
when the People, converted to the true Faith, 
ſhould: be more Numerous, and more diſpoſed 
to receive a more perfe&t Reformation , The 
Succeſſors. of che firſt Reformers would apply 
themſelves to it with more Earneſtneſs and 


Zeal. 


3. But it never came into their thoughts, 
that their Succeſſors would-be guilty of ſo grear 
a faulc, as to a&t the quite contrary to fuch a 
good Project and Delign, in perſuading both 
Princes and Parliaments to bring the firlt Ryde 
Draught of Reformation into a ſtanding Law : but 
only to have it eſtabliſhed for a certain time, 
untul. they. themſelves ſhould ſee they were 
able to efte&t-a more perfect Reformation; 


4. That 'the PraRtice of theſe Succeſſors. of 
the firſt Reformers hath been unreaſonable, 
wicked, impious, and cruel; in the Impolition 
of ſeveral things,” which they themſelves have 
owned not to be neceſſary, and at beſt but: in- 
difterent,; under pain of deprivation :ab »ff iciv &: 
baiefico ; although alt;che.Conformiſts have not 
been -equally/guilcy:,-for {otne; ainong: them 
have .approved df: theſe meaſines they have 
. taken towards the Non-Conformiſts, but yet have 

ad T 2 connive 
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connived at them either by their ſubmiſſion, or 
their ſilence, and have not vigorouſly enough 
ſer themſelves againſt the Corruption that ſo 
much prevailed, | 

From all theſe Hypotheſes, I gather theſe Con- 
cluſions, which naturally follow the aforeſaid 
Premiſes. 


1. That ſeveral Biſhops and Doors of the 
Church of England, as Dr.. Floyd, Dr. Tillotſon, 
Dr. Stillmgfleet , Dr. Patrick, 'that are acknow- 
ledged by the Non-Conformiſts to be Perſons of 
great Learning, Worth, and Piety, but who 
are Extreme Admirers of the Epiſcopacy of 
England, and all its Conſequences, and who 
have alſo preferred its Government to all other 
Eſtabliſhments in Europe, have by . an unlucky 
accident, contributed more towards the Repu- 
tation of the Engliſh Hierarchie,and its Practiſs, 
and towards the , perpetuating the Feuds and 
Quarrels berween the Conformiſts, and Non- 
Conformiſts, than it has been poſlible for any 
other Corrupted Party to do by all their 
Irregularities, ' and advances towards Rome. 

2. That it may be ſaid of theſe good Biſhops 
and Doors before mentioned, what the Po- 
litique Sages have obſerved of Anjelme, Bernard, 
Thomas Aquinas , John of Salwsbury, and Gerſon, 

That by their great repute of Piety, and Learn- 
. D -- 


ing 
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ing, they have contributed more tothe ſtreng- - 
thening of the Pope's Tyranny, and Religion, 
in the Minds of the People, than a hundred ſuch 
« as Gregory the VII, and Boniface the V I 1 I. were 
able ro effe&t by their Tyranny,and the wicked- 
neſs and. impurity.of their Lives, for the diſcre- 
diting of the Pope and his Religion. 

3. That it is not to be believed how much 
che Non-Conformiſts of England ſuffer in the 
Eſteem of our Great Men of the Proteſtant 
Party in Europe ; who, hearing people talk of 
the Learning and Piety of ſo many Engliſh Bi- 
ſhops and Doctors, all (onformiits, and who 
reſemble thoſe four DoCtors [ have juſt before 
named, ſay aloud, that the Non- Conformiits muſt 
needs be very unreaſonable, and of a very nice 
and fantaſtical Piety, for refuſing ro Conform 
ro the Church of England, after the Example of 
thoſe four Doctors. 

4- That how good ſoever the Intentions of 
ſome of the Biſhops and Doctors of the Church 
of England may be, that are of the {ame temper 
of ſpirit with theſe four Doors, and what 
kindneſs ſoever they may have for the Non-Con- 
formifts ;- it is impoſlible They ſhould ever come 
over to them; and conſent to terms of Recon- 
ciliation and Moderation , fo long as they re- 


main tn this Judgment and. Opinion, T hat - 
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all che Eſtabliſhed Eccleſiaſtical Governments 
in Enrope, that of the Church of England is the 
moſt excellent, and the moſt Apoftolical,and that 
there is nothing of defect in it ; and fo long as 
the mulcicude of their Benefices, and the great 
honour they are in, in the World, blinds their 
Judgment, there being no likelihood,nor hopes, 
that thoſe, who are raiſed ſo high, and that 
live in honour and abundance, richly,and fatly, 
_ (unleſs they will imitate good Dr. Floyd, who 
beſtowes moſt of his Church-Revenues on the 
Poor,) will dimiaiſh any thing of their great- 
neſs, both as to their Retinue, or their Kitchin, 
and will deſcend from high to low ; and that a 
Biſhop, who now goes before the Barons, will 
quit his Place, to be only a poor ſimple Mode- 
rator, and Watchman over a ſmall company of 

Priefts, ſuch as were St. Cyprian, and St. Auitin : 
For this Eminence of Fortune and Dignity does . 
abſolutely ſhur up the door to all the Over- 
tures of Reformation , which we learn from 
Mounſieur Claude in his Defence of the Reforma- 
tion of che Churches of France, where he cells 
us, That the Cardinal du Prat, for this very rea- 
ſon, was the moſt violent of all men, and the 
molt inraged againſt Luther's Reformation, be- 
cauſe he was provided of Five Bifhopricks, and 
I know not how many other good and fat Bene- 
fices. D 2 That 
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That for theſe Reaſons, Methinks, it might 
be expe&ed from theſe good Biſhops and Do- 
ors, that by a Chriſtian condeſcention, they 
would endeavour to incline their Brethren the 
Na-Conformifts, to abate ſomething of their hear 
and vigorouſneſs againſt the Non-Conformiſts ; 
bur ſo long as they themſelves are neither fen- 
fible of any error or defect in their Church, it is 
not to be expected, or hoped for from them, that 
they ſhould go about the doing of any ſuch good 
work,” how great and eminent ſoever they be, 
no more than it ought to be expected from the 
 Romiſh Doors, ſo long as they do look upon, 
and verily believe, their Church tobe infallible. 

And therefore it cannot be conſiderately ima- 
gined , that the perfe&t day of hope, of the 
Church of England's Reformation, and of the 
Reconciliation of the (onformifts to the Non-Con- 
formifts, ſhould break forth from theſe good Bi- 
thops and Do&tors, nor from any of the Clergy, 
but from KINGS, andthe Princes of the People; 
whole hearts are in God's hands, and who holds 
them as the Rivers of Waters. 

25. As for the Odium that is caſt upon the 
Congregational Way, and thoſe who are called 
Independents, as being the -more immediate au- 
thors and abettors of the King's Murther, and 
of taking away Monarchy , it can'be eaſily wiped 


on, 
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eff,and made out, That Oliver Cromwel's Army, 
like that of King David's in the Wildernefs, was 
a Medley or a Colleion of all Parties that 
were diſcontented, as ſome Courtiers, ſome 
Epiſcoparians, few of any Sect, but molt of none, 
or elſe of the Religion of Thomas Fſobbes, and 
Dr. Scarborough, not mentioning the Papiits, 
who had the greateſt hand in the Death of 
King Charles the Firſt; the ſucceſs of which 
made them ſo daring and impious, as to. con- 
trive another moſt Damnable and Helliſh Plor 
ro cut off the Life of his Sacred Majeſty that 
now is, his Royal Son, and our moſt Gracious 
Soveraign. 

26. That fince the Non-Conformiſts were a 
generation of men, either of the firſt date ( as 
it is moſt likely, or, at leaſt, that roſe in En- 

land at the ſame time as the Conformiſts did ; 
and ſince they were for number and quality, as 
great, or rather greater, and more conſiderate 
than the other, and who, in their Judgment, 
came nearer, as to the outward Government, 
and Purity of Worſhip, not only to the firſt 
Reformers, Zuinglius, Luther, and Calvin, buc 
alſo to the Apoſtolical Practice; and who, in- 
deed werethe TRUE PROTESTANTS, 
moſt Conformable to that Party in Germany, 


who ſo ſtiled themſelves ProteStants , in oppo- 
ſition.

ficion to the Inperial Edits of Worms and Spire, 
it muſt needs be a great wickedneſs and cruele 
too in the Conformiſts, becauſe rhey had all the 
while the Countenance of Princes, and the lon- 
geſt Sword, to perſecute the Non-Conformiſts, 
and to deprive them of the liberty of ſerting 
up Purer Ordinances in Conventicles, and of 
ſharing in the Publick Maintenance for the 
Miniſters. 

27. That it is a moſt barbarous, improper, 
uncharicable, and unchriſtian language in the 
Corrupt-Party of the Church of England, to 
ſtile themſelves the only true, and properly ſo 
called, PROTESTANTS, aad to diſcard

England: as if that 5o0o men poſlelling the three 
parts of the Church-Revenues in England, ſhould 
better deſerve to be called Pro, eftants, than the 
firſt ſo called in Germany ; whereas what ever 
Biſhop Bilſon, Andrews, Dr. Floyd, Dr. Tillotſon, 
and Dr. $:illmgfleet, could ſay in the behalf of 
the Goveramenr of the Church of England, ( as 
being the moſt Apoſtolical and Primirive,) there is 
none more oppolire,not only to that of the firſt 
Proteſtants, but alſo to Scripture, Reaſon, and 
Antiquity.

T1 WILL begin with' the Heat and Paſſion of my 
Friends againſt me, and with the Judgment which they 
make upon my Short and True Account Fc. they fay, That 
that Book is altogether now unſeaſonable, When as Per- 
ſons of great Learning, Piety, and Merit, and who, at the 
bottom, are very Sincere and Upright in the Church of 
Enzland, ſuch as Dr. Floyd, Dr. Tillotſon , Dr. Stillin 
fleet, and Dr. Patrick, to whom I might joyn Proteſlor 
Burnett, are making it their buſineſs, as they think it 
their duty, to re-unite the Two Parties, the Conformiſts, 
and the'Non-Conformiſts, and when they are moſt induſtri- 
ouſly imployed in reducing to PraCttice the Means of 
Pc ace and Concord, according to Mr. Richard Baxter's 
Model ; and that inſtead of lending them my helping 
hand, and aſſiſting them in ſo good a Work, I am doin 
what I can to divide both Parties, and to exaſperate an 
4mbitter them one againſt the other.

ALSO My deſign in; that Book is, to make thoſe 
honeſt Perſons and Do&tors underſtand , who, on one 
hand, do perte&ly agree with the Non-Conformiſts in Mat- 
ters of Faith and Doctrine ; and, on the other, with that 
Corrupt-Party of the Church of Eng/and, in Matters of 
Government and Ceremonies; My deſign, I fay, is, to 
make them underſtand the truth of thele tollowing Co- 
rollaries. 


THAT ſeeing this former Agreement ought to be 
much otherwiſe the toundation of the Communion of 
Saints, and the cauſe which ſhould ingage and bind 
their Hearts, Aﬀettions, and Intereſts together, than 
the latter ; thoſe good and honeſt DoCtors are incompa- 
rably the more obliged in Conſcience to adhere to rhe 
Non Conformiſts, who agree with them in Mattcr of Faith, 
than to thoſe who do only agree with them in matter 
of Ceremonies: and they will find that they are obliged 
to it ſo much the more, if they will, but take upon them 
the trouble of inſiſting upon ſome Obſtacles, which 
have, for above theſe hundred Years, hindered, and, as I 
may fay, ſtaved off the re-union of the Conformiſts with 
the Non-Conformiſts. 


THEE firſt Obſtacle, is, the Averſion which the 
Conformiſts, as well the good as the bad, have atwayes 
had, even in, and fince the time of Edward V I.: down 
to our dayes, untill the Conformiſts were awakened by 
this laſt moſt Damnable and Hellith Plott of the Papi/?s, 
to take away the Life of our Sacred Soveraign, 
CHARLES the Second, to Subvert the Govern- 
ment , and utterly to aboliſh the Proteſtant Religion

and Name among Chriſtians ; the averfion, I ſay, they 


kad to hearken to any terms of Reconciliation. - 


THAT this Averſion haseſpecially appeared in the 
Corrupt-Party of the Church of Eng/and, who have 
evermore-turned.a deaf ear to the Cryes, Clamours, and 
Remonſtrances , which.. the Non-Conformiſts ( whereof 
the Chief was Biſhop. ZZooper,) have made, to be treed 
and diſcharged from the heavy Yoke of Ceremonies, . 
and to periuade and bring over theſe obſtinate and re- 
ſtive men, to paſs on, from that firſt but rude draught 
of Reformation made in the time of King Edward V I. 
which (that ſo much Contemptible and deſpiſed Man 
now a days by them, but , I tay, honeſt ) Mr. Calvin 
calls tolerabiles ineptias, to a more perte& Eſtabliſh- 
ment, according to what the laſt mentioned great Man, 
Calvin, ( for T cannot ſpeak his Name but with a be- 
coming reverence) expreſles of it , Sic ergo a talibus 
rudimentis incipere Jicuit, ut dottos, proboſq; et graves 
Chriſti Miniſtros ultra enitt, et aliquid limatius et purius 
querere conſentaneum foret. Epiſtola ad Anglos Franco- 
furtenſes, : 


TH A.F theſe Obſtinate 'Men of the. Corrupt-Party 
of the Church of England, have been always ſo remote 
from hearkning to, and anſwering. the requeſts of the 
Non-Confoxmiſts, that they have been juſt the contrary ; 
and they are ſo much the more violent'and inflexible, as 
they have been making their continual advances towards 
the Doctrines and Ceremonies of the Church of Rome. 


BUT I find, . that the greateſt Obſtacle to the re- 
union comes from theſe honeſt, upright, and ſincere per- 
ſons whom I mentioned betore,. and from whom we 
ought 


— o— 
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ought to expect, that they ſhould come over three parts 
of tour of the way to this Reconciliation ; but trom 
which they are, and will be, very remote, fo long as 
they do openly and loudly maintain, That that firff 
Eſtabliſhment of Government in the time of Edward VI. 
45 not a rude draught, and, much leſs, as Catvin would 
needs have it, tolerabiles ineptie ; but that it is a Model 
of Government in the laſt perte&tion, a Maſter-Piece that 
cannot be made better, and which, of all the Govern- 
ments that are in the World, comes neareſt to that of 
the Apoltles. 


THAT fo long as the Goverment which the Nox- 
Conformiſts would have, hath no agreement or affinity 
with that of the Church of Exg/and, 1t is not to be hoped, 
that Two Parties, who both do verily believe thenkivg 
to be in the right, can ever be perſuaded to come to any 
agreement of a middle way, which cannot be, at leaſt in - 
their accounts, but wrong and vitious ; though, accord- 
ing to the belief which I have of, and the eſteem I bear 
to them both, they do each lye under Errour,and a groſs 
and vitious extremity, I do not at all queſtion, it they 
would each of them be willing to abate ſomething of 
their pretended right, but that both Parties might meet 
in ajuſt Middle, and an equal temperament which ſome- 
what reſembles that Yertue , that keeps the ballance 
even between two Yices, and the good ang handſome 
husbandry, which is the Medium between Avarice and 
Prodigality. 


THAT all theſe Obſtacles hindering and keeping 
off the re-union of the Conformifts with the Non-Confor- 
miſts,it would be therefore a moſtExcellent and Chriſtian - 
Deſign, and a bleſſed Work, to labour to _— Hy

Koneſt perſons, as well Epiſcopal, as Presbyterian, of thoſs 
mighty great, and unaccomptable prejudices, which each 
of them are | pw yrnnge) with, and which makes them fo 


hugely ſtand up for the pretended Excellency of their 
Government.; without, which good Work, this deſired 
Reconciliation: is not feaſible, it being, as Jeſus Chrif 


fayes, impoſſible, that thoſe who think themſelves whole. 


ſhould cver be cured of thcir diſeaſe. 


BUT of all my Friends who treat - me- ruggedly, 
there is One eſpecially, that violently carries himtelt out 
againſt me, for —_— condemned the manner of Dr. 
Patrick's uſage of the Non-Conformiſts, upon the Juftifica- 
tion by Faith; which; he ſayes, I have done meerly from 
a ſpirit of malice and revenge, for his having denyed to 
3d me the Sacrament in his Church in Covent-Gardem, 

ccauſe I reluſed to take it kneeling : But I proteſt before 
Almighty God, (who is the Searcher of hearts,and knows 
that I ſpeak the truth,) that I have not the leaſt ill re- 
fentment of it, nor indeed can IT make any tolerable hand- 
ſome pretence to. have one, becauſe, attcr he had ſo de- 
nyed me, that Door came to my Lodging,. and defired 
my excuſe, and made me a very obliging and extream 
fatistaCtion : but it is the Caufe of God , which carries 
me torth to repel the wrong and injury he does to the 
honelteſt perſons in the World ; Which yet, methinks, 
might be pardonable, if he was not ſo —— hardy, as to 
put himſelt in the place and ſtead of GOD, in judging 
of their inward intentions, as when he aſſuresus, that all
